WASHINGTON. Jan. 25.—Oscar 
W. Underwood, fo rmer senato r fro m 
Alabama, and a p owerful figure in 
American p o litical life fo r twenty 
years, died at his home in Wood- 
lawn, Va., to day after t lo ng illness. 
The effects of a cerebral hemo r­ 
rhage early in December, a stro ke 
o f p aralysis two weeks later from 
which he rallied, and a fatal relap se 
a few days ago bro ught his distin 
guished career to an end. 
The death was anno unced by his 
eo n, Oscar W. Underwood, Jr., 
Washingto n 
atto rney, 
who, 
with 
o ther members of his family had 
guarded the 
Alabama 
statesman 
fro m the anno yances of the surio us 
since his illness became serio us. A 
brief statement that 
the 
fo rmer 
senato r had succumbed was the only 
■word coming fro m the home of the 
Underwo o ds when death came. 
Senato r 
Underwood, 
no ted 
for 
his leadership o f the demo cratic 
p arty in the ho use and senate, took 
HP his residence at Woodlawn, near 
the Mount Vernon home o f George 
Washingto n after he had decided 
to retire fro m the 
senate. 
His 
health had been 
bad 
fo r 
many 
tuo nths. 
Mr. Underwood assumed leader­ 
ship o f his p arty in the ho use of 
rep resentativ es in 1911. 
The tariff 
hill p assed during the Wilson ad 
eministratio n ho t his name, and 
he was p laced in no minatio n fo r 
the demo cratic p residential no mina­ 
tio n at sev eral of the p arty’s na­ 
tio nal co nv entio ns. 
Alabama finally p laced him in the 
and during his serv ice there he 
became p arty leader and was one 
o f the American delegates to the 
Washingto n arms co nference and 
bo re a large p art o f the burden In 
the senate fight to hav e the treaties 
drawn up at that co nference rati- 
fM . 
He retired v o luntarily fro m 
the senate, declinging to let his 
naane go befo re the v o ters In 1926.

Desp ite his exp ressed distaste of 
p ublic demo nstratio ns, it w*as ap ­ 
p arent to day that admirers will ac­ 
cord Cap tain Fried a civ ic welcome 
similar to that giv en three years 
ago w’hen he rescued the crew of 
the British freighter Antinoe. 
Tentativ e p lans announced by p o­ 
lice Commissioner Whalen, who is 
also chairman of the mayo r’s w*el- 
comlng committee, call for a p ar­ 
ade up Broadway from the battery 
and a recep tio n at city hall. 
Mr. Whalen will go down the bay 
on the city tug Macom, meet the 
America and esco rt her to her p ier. 
Cap tain Fried w*as master of the 
liner President Roosev elt w*hen he 
rescued 25 men from the Antinoe.

The America w hich was launched 
in 1905 by the Hamburg-American 
line under the name America, has 
had a colorful career. 
In a colli­ 
sion off Kent, England in 1912 she 
sank a British submarine with the 
loss of 15 liv es. 
Two more liv es 
were reco rded agains Iher w^hen she 
sank at her p ier after she was 
taken o v er by the United States 
go v ernment during the war and re­ 
modelled fo r transp o rt serv ice. 
In 1919 officers rep o rted a mutiny 
abo ard the ship which 
w*as 
p ut 
dow*n witho ut lo ss of life. 
Tw*o 
years ago she caught fire while be­ 
ing re-conditioned at New’p o rt News 
and suffered damage estimated at 
$2,000,000.

the scene and after giv ing medical 
attentio n had the man mov ed to the 
general ho sp ital where an op era­ 
tio n w*as p erformed by Dr. Jo nes 
and Dr. Jo hn B. Carlisle. 
His condition w*as rep o rted as be­ 
ing serio us but w*ith a chance for 
recov ery.

Shackles, his step -daughter, said, 
“I do n’t know anything abo ut them, 
but I know* that he wrote tw*o let­ 
ters last night before he w*ent to 
bed, and I believ e he w*rote one this 
morning. He has not been in p oor 
health recently, but some time ago 
he w*as comp laining of not being 
w*ell. 
We can’t understand just 
why he tried to kill himself,” she 
concluded.

He found Mr. Liable’s hat 
and glasses in the coal shed.

Am^tnullah may be down, but he is not 
out.

refuge at Kandahar, at once began his 
plans for restoring himself to power, but 
his supporters do not feel that the path 
will be direct. 
War to the west, London is watchful. 
London had great hopes of Amanullah’s 
friendship, using Afghanistan as a safety 
v alv e in restless Asia. 
Amanullah did not 
do for the English as they had hoped that 
he w^ould, but his progressiv e decrees, bas­ 
ed on his observ ations during his grand 
tour, indicated that he %v as not shearing 
off. 
England is not at ease with Afghanis­ 
tan in turmoil. 
The 
Afghan 
upheav al 
may spread through the passes into In- 
di^, and a far-flung Indian uprising w ould 
be. a serious ’enterprise, imperiling the 
English prestige. 
It is not that England 
appraises the worth of Aghanistan as a 
buffer state.

Man has alway s had before him in the

Gov ernment itself growls out of ideals 
coming from the lips and pens of philo­ 
sophers from the time of Plato and Aris­ 
totle.

In our own 
time Woodrow Wilson projected bey ond 
the borders of his own land the prin­ 
ciples Lincoln v oiced at Getty sburg. This 
ideal was the same that sung in the hearts 
of the Hebrews 
w^hen 
they 
lay under 
Egy ptian 
dominion. 
It is an 
old and 
deathless ideal, breathing peace and free­ 
dom. 
The progress of mankind alway s has 
been the progress of an ideal. These hav e 
demanded sacrifices, often unto the “ last 
full measure of dev otion,” but they are 
the beacons of hope on the long road 
ahead.

cratic presidential no minatio n, but 
geo graphical bo undaries were re­ 
garded as barring the way despite 
the fact that he received much o f 
his suppo rt fro m the no rth and 
east.

Under the Underwo o d leadership 
were enacted also the federal re­ 
serve act, the farm lo an act, the 
Clay to n antitrust act and all the 
o thers in the lo ng list o f legislatio n 
that went to the statute bo o ks dur­ 
ing the .first fo ur, o r ‘‘peace y ears” 
o f the Wilso n administratio n. 
Despite the tremendo us drive that 
was made against the federal re­ 
serve act, 
Underwo o d 
kept 
his 
fo rces so lidly in line o n that issue, 
a feat which up to that time had 
been almo st witho ut precedent. 
His service in the senate was lit­ 
tle less co nspicuo us. 
He had early 
appo intment to the appro priatio ns 
co mmittee and, o wing to the illness 
o f Senato r Martin, he had charge o f 
many o f the eno rmo us war appro ­ 
priatio n bills. 
Tax legislatio n also 
felt the influence o f his guiding 
hand in the day s when the natio n 
was bearing an unheard o f burden 
in o rder to defray much o f the war 
co st in a single generatio n. 
As a member o f J^he arms co nfer­ 
ence, Senato r Underwo o d sat o n 
the co mmittee o n far eastern af­ 
fairs and his assistance pro ved o f 
eno rmo us value in the wo rking o ut 
o f the Chinese custo ms questio n. 
Naturally , he fo und himself in 
disagreement with mo st o f his sen­ 
ate co lleagues o n the demo cratic 
side w^hen the treaties w^hicli grew 
o ut o f the co nference came up fo r 
ratificatio n. 
Altho ugh relinquishing his party 
leadership. Senato r Underwo o d re- 
ma'.ied a po wer in the party co un­ 
cils. 
He w^as a leader in the fight 
against 
the 
Fo rdney -McCumber 
tariff act, which in 1922 supplant­ 
ed the law bearing his o wn name. 
He was pro minent also in the o p­ 
po sitio n to the so ldiers* bo nus and 
co nducted a lo ng 
fight fo r the 
leasing o f Muscle Sho als. 
While he 
had 
refrhined 
fro m 
seeking the presidential no minatio n 
in 1920, the Alabama senato r w’as 
o ne o f tho se early in the field in 
1924. 
Altho ugh he had assisted in 
the wo rk o f the arms co nference, 
he freely assailed what he termed 
ihe lack o f a fo reign po licy by the 
republican administratio n. 
He de­ 
clared that it w'as no t necessary fo r 
the United Stales to beco me part­ 
ners in either peace o r war in Eu­ 
ro pe in o rder to have a po licy 
lo o king to the ultimate peace o f the 
wo rld. 
Altho ugh remaining in the run­ 
ning until the co nventio n, tiring o f 
the Smith-McAdo o ro w, turned to 
Jo hn W. Davis, Senato r Underwo o d 
never became a real facto r. 
His 
friends co nducted a strenuo us cam­ 
paign and at times were able to run 
his to tal to fair pro po rtio ns but the 
co nventio n failed to warm up to 
his candidacy . 
Bo rn at Lo uisville, Ky ., o n May 6, 
1862, the so n o f a lawy er, Mr. Un- 
derw'o o d spent his early life o n the 
fro ntier state o f Minneso ta. 
His 
family mo ved there when he was 
three y ears o ld. traveling up the 
fro zen Mississippi into Sr. Paul o n 
sledges.

THIRTY-TWO SAVED

Fate of Two Other Ves­

ant for a second time in a battle 
with the sea. Captain George Fried 
of the United States Liner America 
was headed toward port Thursday 
with the rescued crew of the Italian 
freighter, Florida. 
“Rescued full crew Florida. Total

charge. Whole westerly gale. Life 
boats lost. Details later.” 
These stacatto sentences of Cap­ 
tain Fried’s message to the United 
States Lines last night told the es­ 
sentials of the happy ending of a 
grim drama of the wintry Atlantic 
which opened when the America be­ 
gan her 350 miles race with death 
Tuesday. 
The message recalled a similar 
communication 
sent 
by 
Captain 
Fried almost three years ago to the 
day wrhen he told of the rescue of 
the crew of the British freighter 
Antinoe against odds of sea and 
wind. 
Driving his ship 
through 
the 
w'elter of a mid winter storm and 
taking his bearings on the disabled 
ship by means of a radio direction 
finder. Captain Fried steamed more 
chan a day and a night on his mis­ 
sion of mercy. 
“Am standing by the S. S. Flor­ 
ida.” 
The long vigil kept by shore 
radio stations to learn the outcome 
of the race of the America to 
snatch 32 men from the threat of 
disaster was rewarded by that terse 
message at 9 p. m. 
Before that there had been frag­ 
ments of messages indicating that 
tha America was feeling about in 
tka darkness for the Florida with 
nm nervous Antenna of her search 
light. 
The American wanted to know if 
the storm-weary crew of the Flor­ 
ida could see the beam. It was three 
hours later that the liner located 
the object of her search. 
As the searchlight of the Amer­ 
ica was focussed on the Florida, so 
was interest in the contest between 
men and the elements focussed on 
the Florida and her fate when it 
became known that the American 
tanker Dannedaike, which also had 
asked for aid near w*here the Ital­ 
ian ship was foundering, had ap­ 
parently surmounted 
her difficul­ 
ties.

pushing on toward the 
Florida, the America’s radio advised 
land stations yesterday that the 
Dannedaike’s crew 
had 
rigged a 
jury rudder and were seeking shel­ 
ter at Bermuda.

From the W'ashing ton Post. 
, .Eight offers for the purchase of the 
United States Lines and American Mer­ 
chant Lines were received by the shipping

Immediately after the 
bids were opened certain senators let it 
known that they considered the offers 
ridiculously low. 
The

will take its time in analy zing the bids 
and there is no way of ascertaining which, 
i£ :any , it will consider accepting. There 
can be no doubt, however, that a deter- 
lulned effort will be made in congress to 
fw estall the acceptance of any of the 
bids on the ground that the United States 
has no right to make a “ gift” of its ships 
W-private operators. 
*^Two important considerations are in- 
woived in the project of selling the gov­ 
ernment-owned ships. 
They are: (1) Re­ 
moval of the government from the ship­ 
ping business, and (2) the continued op­ 
eration and development of the American 
merchant marine until it regains the su­ 
preme position it held in the day s of the 
dipper ships. 
The government has no 
right to make a profit in the sale of its 
ships. 
It can well afford to take an im­

So long as the government remains in 
e shipping business, private operators 
face unfair competition. 
Until the 
government succeeds in disposing of its 
Tccrchant tonnage there is not the slight­ 


est possibility that a satisfactory mer­ 
chant marine can be established. 
The 
policy of separation of government and 
business is generally recognized as hav­ 
ing enabled all American business and in­ 
dustry to reach 
unparalleled 
develop- 
ment; the 
sluggishness 
in the develop­ 
ment of a merchant marine is in large 
part attributable to the failure of the gov­ 
ernment to dispose of its merchant ton­ 
nage. 
All oi the bids for the government- 
owned lines made provision for the con­ 
struction of new tonnage, and contained 
guarantees for the operation, for at least 
five y ears, of the tonnage under consider­ 
ation.

R. Crane, formerly American mlm 
ister to China, Tuesday told his 
own story of the aesert ambush in 
which his companion, 
the 
Rev. 
Henry A. Biikert, an American mis­ 
sionary , was slain but from which 
Mr. Crane escaped unscathed. 
Mr. Crane said that when the 
American party left Zubeir, a trad­ 
ing town 12 miles from Basra on 
the edge of the desert, they saw 
some Iraqui tribesman making ex­ 
citedly for Zubier with their camels 
and flocks. 
News travels quickly in the des­ 
ert and the tribesmen undoubtedly 
had heard oC the raiders' approach. 
"We weren’t warned at Zubeir.” 
continued Mr. Crane, so naturally 
we thought that the danger was not 
immediate and determined to pro­ 
ceed. 
"When we were about 50 miles 
south of Zubeir, shots rang out, 
fired at a distance of about 200 
y ards. The drivers of the two cars 
with great presence of mind swerv­ 
ed and went full speed. But the 
shots were whistling about us and 
Mr. Biikert was hit in the shoulder, 
the bullet probably affecting the 
spinal cord.”

Funds for administering the ex­ 
penses of the three out-state offices 
of the labor department were run­ 
ning low, while the fund appropri­ 
ated by the 1927 legislature for 
salaries showed a comfortable bal­ 
ance. 
Commissioner 
Hinkle 
arranged 
for Mrs. Era Lesser, employed by 
the federal labor department in the 
St. Louis office for $110 a month, 
to be placed on the payroll of the 
state department at $100 a month 
additional. 
This money paid Mrs. Lesser was 
used to pay a part of the mainten­ 
ance expenses of the St. Louis 
bureau, Hinkle said. 
This was using the salary fund 
to pay expenses of the St. Louis 
office and is contrtry to the state 
laws, it is alleged. 
Hinkle said he did not want to 
close down the St. Louis branch 
of the labor bureau, and adopted 
this method to meet the expenses. 
“It has been done numerous other 
times in state offices,’’ he said. 
Records in the state auditor’s 
office show the checks were issued 
monthly since last April to Mrs. 
Lesser. 
Commissioner Hinkle said 
she had received the checks, but 
it was reported Mrs. Lesser in St. 
Louis denied receiving them. 
“I have receipts for all bills paid 
with this money,” said the com­ 
missioner. 
“Mrs. Lesser did some 
work on the books in St. Louis in 
addition to her regular duties. She 
received the checks, but the money 
was used to pay office expenses.” 
Several months ago Mrs. Alice 
Curtice Moyer-Wing of St. Louis, 
issued 
a 
statement 
attacking 
Hinkle after he had informed her 
she was no longer on the state 
payroll as chief clerk of the de­ 
partment of labor and industrial 
inspection. 
The investigation by the attorney 
general was started, it was learned, 
at the suggestion of Gcvernor Caul­ 
field. 
Commissioner Hinkle was appoint­ 
ed by Governor Sam A. Baker, at 
the start of his administration, as 
labor commissioner, and when the 
law was changed in 1927 consoli­ 
dating the labor department with 
the Industrial Inspection Depart­ 
ment, Hinkle was named to head 
the office. 
Hinkle has been active as a 
leader in the movement by the 
Missouri Association for Street and 
Highway Safety to provide more 
safeguards for travel on the state 
highways, being influential In the 
organization of that group. 
1 he commissioner said he had 
“no thought or intention of violating 
the law, but merely was doing what 
I could to keep all the offices open 
to serve the people looking tor aid 
from this department.”

EVOLUTION THEORY

C. — Grav e 
doubt is cast on current theories of 
ev olution by Dr. Austin H. Clark, 
biologist of the United States Na­ 
tional Museum, who has a theory 
of his own to replace them. 
As be explains it, Darwin was 
wrong, and so was Lamarck. So are 
their followers on almost all v ital 
points, he declares, and in the long 
quarrel between the so-called fun­ 
damentalists and so-called modern­ 
ists on the origin of mankind in 
particular and animal life in general 
he giv es comfort to the fundamen­ 
talists. 
“ S© far as concerns the major 
groups of animals,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
creationists seem to hav e the bet­ 
ter of the argument. 
There is not 
the slightest ev idence that any of 
the major groups arose from any 
other. 
Each is a special animal— 
complex, related more or less close­ 
ly to all the rest, and appearing, 
therefore, as a special and distinct 
creation.” 
Dr. Clark’s theory collides square­ 
ly with the generally accepted one 
that animal life 
dev eloped 
from 
lower to higher forms ov er a lorg 
period of time. 
In brief. Dr. Clark 
holds that all life is obeying a con­ 
stant urge to produce certain forms 
and that when these happen to be 
born into a fav orable env ironment 
they surv iv e as new types of ini- 
mals and plants. 
He contends that 
there is no first or last in life 
forms and that the amoeba and v er- 
terbrate might hav e been produced 
a t the same time.

The 
constitution and appropriation laws 
prescribe, howev er, that the acta 
complained of are not permissahie.

The resignation is effectiv e 
February 1. 
Phillips, announcing his resigna­ 
tion in St. Louis, said he wants to 
leav e as soon as possible, saying 
poor health and the “ small salary’* 
the compensation commission chair­ 
man receiv es, were the reasons for 
the resigning.

Amos J. Kahrs, suspended clr 
cuit clerk, must be tried again on 
the charge pending agtlnst Mm, that 
of loaning county money , because 
of the failure of the jurors who 
heard evidence In the case tried 
Monday , to a ^ ^ . They were given 
about forty -four hours in which to 
reach a verdict, but they seemed 
to be about as far apart at the end 
of that time as they must have 
been at the beginning.

Because of the wide acq uaintance 
of the defendant and of his long 
y ears of service In the court, a 
crowd jammed the • circuit court 
room, listening intently to the evi­ 
dence. 
The specific charge against Mr. 
Kahrs is that of loaning |500 to 
Harry L. WUUams, Sedalia drug­ 
gist. 
The case is based on a suit 
filed by the Eq uitable Life Assur­ 
ance Company against Mr. Wil­ 
liams and wife, in which suit the 
Eq uitable, Company was awarded 
judgment 
The amount of the judgment, at­ 
torney fees and costs was $3.295.22, 
as shown by the court records. 
wMch amount was paid by Mr. 
Kahis, as clerk to Lee Montgomery , 
attorney for the Eq uitable Com­ 
pany .

In • the course of the senate de­ 
bate, Bruce of Mary land, a wet, 
made the statement that the Apos­ 
tle Paul gave his approval of liq uor 
for medicinal purposes. 
“Whiskey can be bought by any 
senator for such a purpose,” observ­ 
ed Senator Heflin of Alabama, a 
dry . 
“How does 
the 
senator 
know 
that?” was Bruce’s counter. 
The 
senator 
from 
Mary land 
chuckled 
over his sally and s o did some of 
the others. 
While the first deficiency bill was 
being considered. Senator Harris of 
Georgia, a dry , proposed an amend­ 
ment that $25.000.000 be added for 
prohibition enforcement. 
The $24,- 
000,000 voted Tuesday was the out­ 
come of this, the roll call being 50 
for and 27 against the proposal. 
The president was given broad 
powers for the disposal of the $24,- 
000,000. 
He must distribute it to 
government departments concerned 
with prohibition enforcement, but 
he may spend all, or only a part 
of it. 
The money would be avail­ 
able until June 30, 1930. 
F. Scott McBride, superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League, denied 
that friction existed in Anti-Saloon 
League circles over the appropria­ 
tion. 
Mr. McBride had approved 
Secretary 
Mellon’s 
stand against 
the Harris amendment. 
Earlier In the day , however. Dr. 
A. H, Briggs, superintendent of the 
California Anti-Saloon League, had 
declared in a statement that Mc­ 
Bride was “attempting the impos­ 
sible” In try ing to carry the work 
of legislative representative. 
Dr. 
Briggs took issue with Secretary 
Mellon’s stand on the amendment, 
declaring “short of funds in the 
face of the foe, the secretary does 
not see how he could use more am­ 
munition if he had it.” 
Dr. Briggs suggested that Edwin

When a posse under Deputy Con­ 
stable T. G. Hall of Windsor shot 
at what was believed to be fleeing 
murderers or bandits, six-y ear-old 
Elinor Herigon, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Phillip Herigon of Montrose, 
Mo., was instantly killed late Tues­ 
day 
afternoon 
at 
a 
point 
on 
Highway 52 about three miles south­ 
west of Windsor. 
(The girl was 
shot in the back and side of the 
head. 
None of four others—Mr. and 
Mrs. Herigon, a three-y ear-old son, 
and Mrs. Herigon’s sister—in the 
Herigon car was injured. 
A remark, made some two hours 
earlier by one of three men who 
had stopped their curtained Buick 
touring car near the farm of Dalton 
Davis, some two miles southwest of 
Windsor on Highway 52, and over­ 
heard by Davis led to the search 
by the posse and the subseq uent 
shooting of the girl. 
Davis was 
repairing a fence on his farm near 
the highway when he heard a man 
In the rear seat of the car say to 
two of his companions who had 
alighted: 
“I tell y ou the man was shot 
What’ll we do with him?” 
Without answering their compan 
ion, the two men re-entered the car 
and drove toward 
Calhoun, and 
Davis hastened to inform Windsor 
authorities. 
Deputy Constable Hall, with a 
posse of five and Sheriff A. W. 
Kahman of Clinton, set out toward 
Calhoun where the sheriff alighted 
to board a train for Clinton and 
the posse turned back to Windsor. 
Back at Windsor, Hall was inform­ 
ed by Sheriff Kahman that a car, 
answering Davis' description of the 
sought for car, had passed through 
Calhoun bound in the Windsor di­ 
rection. 
The deputy constable and his 
posse motored out on the Calhoun 
road once more, and at the top of 
what is known as thq Rusk Hill 
saw a Buick touring car approach­ 
ing. 
Constable Hall alighted and 
tried to wave the oncoming car to 
a stop, but when it swerved < past 
the posse’s car the constable and 
his deputies shot to pierce the 
gasoline tank or tires of the flee­ 
ing car. 
The car was stopped about 100 
y ards down the highway . 
Herigon 
explained he had swerved past the 
posse’s car to avoid what he had 
thought to be a hold-up. 
He said he was moving his fam­ 
ily from Montrose to Meta, Mo. 
He is a farmer and had lived near 
Montrose some four y ears. 
The girl was taken to Windsor 
to the office of Dr. H. M. Wall and 
then to the office of R. E. Feaster, 
attorney , where Judge D. S. Coop­ 
er, coroner, conducted an inq uest 
at 8 o’clock last night. 
The coro­ 
ner’s jury returned a verdict of 
“death by gunshot wounds at the 
hands of Deputy Constable T. G. 
Hall or members of his posse while 
attempting to make an arrest.” 
The five men who made up the 
posse were R. K. Palmer. Lee Duff, 
Harvey Majors, John Will Piper, 
and a Mr. Frazier. 
The jury was composed of John 
Bush, John Shipp, J. W. Valentine, 
H. L. Winzenrled, and S. C. Wil­ 
liams, Windsor business men. 
The girl’s body was removed to 
the Huston undertaking parlors In 
Windsor and is to be shipped to 
Meta for burial.

Four Invettigatont On 
B E L L E V U E , Ohio— (AP) — 
Four investigations have been start­ 
ed to determine responsibility for 
the crash Tuesday when a Lake 
Shore Electric Railway train struck 
a Grey hound Lines bus, killing 18 
of the 32 passengers and injuring 
the others. 
Representative making the inves­ 
tigation for the public utilities com­ 
mission indicated it would be at 
least a week before they made a 
report. 
They revised the scene of 
the crash today and then prepared 
to make testimony . It was expected 
that the coroner's report also would 
not be made until next week. 
Of the injured, three lay in hos­ 
pitals so critically hurt that they 
may die. 
The investigations began with ac­ 
tion by Dr. C. L. Bell, Huron Coun­ 
ty coroner, 
assisted 
by 
Edward 
Martin, county prosecutor. 
County officials pointed out that 
seemingly the bus driver and the 
motorman of the interurban had ob­ 
served the usual safety precautions. 
A blinking snow storm was streak­ 
ing across the northern part of the 
state at the time of the wreck. 
Edward Butler, Cleveland, driver 
of the bus, who is in a hospital 
with severe cuts, said he stopped 
the bus at the crossing, looked in 
both 
directions 
for 
approaching 
trains, and then proceeded when 
the way appeared clear. He wiped 
the snow from his windshield be­ 
fore walking to the crossing, he 
said. 
The interurban motorman, Fred 
Schuy ler said he blew two whistles, 
threw on his emergency brakes and 
reversed the current when he saw 
the bus on the crossing. Schuy ler 
escaped injury by running into the 
passenger compartment of the car 
just before the crash. None of his 
passengers was hurt bey ond minor 
bruises and shock. 
Other Investigations were in pro­ 
gress by the Grey hound Lines, and 
by the Lake Shore Electric Rail­ 
way . 
The state’s investigation was in 
charge of H. M. Evans, inspector 
of the railroad department of the 
Ohio Utilities Commission. 
The 50 ton car, traveling at a 
speed variously estimated at from 
SO to 50 miles an hour, struck the 
bus in the middle, knifing the top 
from the body and flinging it 50 
feet down the roadway . The elec­ 
tric car hurtled the chassis and 
rammed Into a ditch, lighting atop 
the splintered wreckage with two 
passen|:ers 
pinned 
beneath 
the 
trucks and the other trapped in 
their seats. 
Four 
ambulances 
at 
Bellevue 
were summoned and passing motor­ 
ists aided in extricating the bodies 
and convey ing the injured to hos­ 
pitals.
